Some of the observations which we considered it our 
duty to make respecting the procedure adopted to- 
wards lunatics, or alleged lunatics, have been singu- 
larly confirmed by the report of the Inspectors of 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. When we said that the 
unhappy person committed to an asylum was shut 
out from the society of friends and relatives, we 
were told, as well as the jury, in a recent case, with all 
the unction of a Mawworm, that the lunatic’s comfort 
would be admirably cared for, and that his relatives 
would surely visit and console him. The commis- 
sieners have a different story to tell. ‘They say that 
one of the most painful circumstances, and one which 
gives rise to much unhappiness to the afflicted in- 
mates, is the neglect with which they are treated by 
their friends. ‘ We have known,” they say, “ years 
“to elapse without an inquiry, and have frequ ently 
“ remonstrated with parties of our own acquaintance 
“ for their neglect.” Your Excellency may henceinfer 
what may be the case when insane persons are 
placed by their relations in remote localities, and be- 
yond official supervision. From this latter remark 
we do not exclude some found lunatic by inquisition, 
none of whom can be visited by the Inspectors, ex- 
cept on a special requisition by the Lord Chan- 
‘ cellor | Lay 
The Inspectors, moreover, “ are convinced of the 
“ necessity of amending certain clauses of the 5th and 
“6th Vic. so as to render the manufacture, as it were, 
“ of individuals of doubtful sanity into certified luna- 
“tics less easy than it is at present.” “ We are also 
“ of opinion that no person in close relationship, or 
é who could possibly benefit by the confinement of a 
“third party, should certify to the existence of insa- 
“nity.” The Inspectors also remark, as we did, that 
even the . best-educated professional gentlemen are 
occasionally themselves rather hasty in arriving at 
conclusions; and sent for to see a lunatic, assume he 
must be insane. Nor is this all: the Inspectors allude 
to the expense attendant on inquisitions in hinacy 


before juries---“ frequently so high as materially to | 


reduce the means of the party concerned” ---and they 
bring this evil under the notice of the 
legal authorities with a view to obtain, 
if possible, some solution of the difficulty.

pire until several weeks after the date of their con- 
finement. It is plain that neither the discipline re- 
quired for criminals nor the curative process required 
for lunatics, can be carried on when a prison is oc- 
cupied indiscriminately by both. The Inspectors 
propose to convert some of our Poorhouses, which 
there is reason to believe will become vacant, into 
Lunatic Asylums, or to add buildings to the present 
asylums, in order to relieve the prisons of this class 
of occupants. : ' 
Itis interesting to observe, respecting the educational 
condition of patients in asylums, that the well-educated 
amount to 307, those who ean read and write well to 
536, those who can do so indifferently to 981, 
while those who cannot read jump up to 1,158. Lu- 
nacy, then, as crime, is in the reverse proportion 
to education. Moreover, the married patients were 
but 943, while the unmarried were 2,704! The 
cares and occupation, then, of married life, by occu- 
pying the intellect, tend to its preservation. 

The lunatic, above all others, requires more than 
ordinary protection from the Legislature, for his dis- 
ease is one which at once breaks off all sympathy, all 


family ties, and all natural affection. The lunatic 
becomes an object of avoidance, if not of disgust, to 
his fellow-men. It has been remarked by Lord 
Ashley, that “ insanity appears to be a visitation of 


“ Providencesooverwhelming as to produce a withering 
“and deadening effect upon the mind, not only of the 
“ unhappy patient, but of all who are connected with 
“him; that it renders his nearest relatives anxious, not 
“only to get rid of the insane, but to wipe out, 
“if possible, all traces of his memory.” The State, 


indeed, has of late interfered, and there occur no 
longer those terrible cases which, a few years since, 


shocked the world. Still, much remains to be done. 
The whole scheme of inquisitions de lunatico inqui- 
rendo should be reformed, magistrates should be 


more careful in granting committals, and a greater 
jealousy for liberty should be exhibited where 
relatives come forward to lock up a man for 


life. The report of the Inspectors contains many 
valuable suggestions, on these and other points 
connected with Lunacy, and we trust, when the 
Lunacy Bill is brought before the House next 
Session, that these suggestions will be carried into 
effect. 


The Times on the Improved Agricultural Pros- 
pects of Ireland: --- 


Some nations turn from agriculture to pastoral life 
when the conditions of society require it ; others advance 
from a semi-nomadic state to habits of fixed agriculture; 
but the transition stage is always one of rude shocks, of 
doubt, distress, and even opposition, on the part of the 
people, to the change which they are undergoing. If 
our grandfathers had any regard for truth, we must be- 
lieve that in their young days it was not uncommon to 


yoke horses to ploughs by the tails in parts of Ireland, 
and there are yet to be seen in the fields of the Far West 
agricultural implements which Virgil described eighteen 
centuries ago, and the like of which are now to be 
round only in the valleys of the Upper Himalayas. 
The peasant who has one eye on his cow up the hill- 
side, and another on his pig in the bog, would be happy 
if he conld direct a supernumerary optic to the small 
patch of potatoes which relieves the monotony of the 
landscape near his cabin. He has pastoral and agri- 
cultural, and he has all the prejudices of both classes, 
but he has lately discovered that a pig is not the better 
in a pecuniary point of view for being able to run for 
the Queen’s Plate, that dirty butter is not so profitable 
as clean, that if even the potatoes are destroyed by the 
rot he can raise paying crops in their place, and that 
the tail, though placed in a favourable position, does not 
possess the concentrated powers of draught of the 
animal te which it belongs. In fact the days of 
agricultural improvement have come upon Ireland, 
and those who, as old men, may 1emember the 
Lothians an expanse of neglected fields, or who have 
wandered more recently in the lanes cf Dorset, may re- 
gard with hope the struggles of the new liberator. The 
real charter of Tenant-right will be ratified the moment 
the tenants of Ireland become an independent and a 
paying class, and landlords will be as little able to afford 
the luxury of evicting sub-soilers, deep-drainers, and 
high farmers as tenants will be inclined to practise in- 
dependent file firing from the hedges t the landed 
proprietors and their agents.

that two monthly mails from Australia were delivered 
with an interval of only three or four days, instead of a 
month, as would have been the case had the contract time 
been observed. The delay, upon that occasion, was pro- 
ductive of great inconvenience and even. positive injury 
The withholding of remittances 
and of expected orders during an entire month caused 
many houses to be pinched for money, whilst others 
were obliged partially to suspend their operations. 
Australia, too, the monthly service now performed by 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company, via Suez, is re- 
garded as quite inadequate to the requirements of the 
colonies. The tardy transit of the first mails from Eng- 
land under the new contract excited an outburst of dis- 
satisfaction, and although the latest advices show that 
this feeling had been allayed to a considerable extent by 
the punctuality of the two last monthly packets, the in- 
convenience experienced more recently at home, through 
the irregularity of the mails from Australia, cannot fail 
to re-act injuriously on the colonial interest.

FATE OF SIR JOHN FRANKLIN. 

The Globe publishes, in a third edition, the report of 
Captain M‘Clintock to the Admiralty, with a long and 
complete catalogue ef the relics he obtained at various 
spots on the 26th April, when the crews of the aban- 
doned ships, Erebus and Terror, were about to start for 
the Great Fish River. The total loss by deaths had been 
nine officers and fifteen men. Amongst other disco- 
veries was a boat, apparently intended for the ascent 
of the Fish River, but had most probably been aban- 
doned on a return journey to the ships; she mea- 
sured thirty-eight feet in length, by seven and a half 
wide. 'Two human skeletons were found within her, two 
double-barrelled guns stoed upright against the boat’s 
side, precisely as they had been placed eleven years 
before—one barrel in each was loaded and cocked. There 
was ammunition in abundance—30 or 40 Ibs. of chocolate, 
some tea and tobacco. Fuel was not wanting. Captain 
M‘Clintock says, that all that can be gleaned from the 
record papers, and the evidence afforded by the boat 
and various articles of clothing and equipment dis- 
covered, it appears that the abandonment of 
the Erebus and ‘Terror had been deliberately 
arranged, and every effort exerted during 
the third winter to render the travelling equipments 
complete. It is much to be apprehended that disease 
had greatly reduced the strength of all on board—far. 
more perhaps than they themselves were aware of. The 
distance by sledge routes from the position of the ships, 
when abandoned to the boats, is 65 geographical miles, 


and from the ships to Montreal Island 220 miles. The.

In the ex- 
ercise of this power the several classes of minds which 
were consecrated to her service produced considerable 
diversity, and an aspect of disagreement and disunion 
which at first sight was hardly reconeileable with unity 
of faith and of communion ; yet in al! the fluctuations of 
religious faith and practice the unity of the Church had 
been held with the most unvarying consistency. Not 
only had the doctrine been asserted to be one and funda- 
mentally the same, but with every true believer it had been 
experimentally felt and realised. Noone whose Christia- 
hity was genuine could read the histories of holy men,

MADRAS. 

A very painful investigation has been made into the 
conduct of the accountant-general, Mr. G. L. Prender- 
gast, charged with using official information for his per- 
sonal benefit in the purchase of Tanjore bonds. The in- 
quiry was conducted by a commission appointed by the 
Madras Government. The Supreme Government have 
directed the immediate removal of Major E. E. Miller, 
deputy assistant commissary-general, and superinten- 
dent of police, from his appointment in the Mysore di- 

-yision. This is supposed to-have resulted from certain 
late exposures of the system on which the administra- 
tion of the Bangalore cantonment police office was con- . 
ducted. A native meeting has been held at Madras, at 
which an address to the judges of the Supreme 
Court was adopted, praying in future natives 
might constitute a moiety of both the grand and petty 
juries. 

THE MADRAS CAVALRY. 

It it said that the 5th Madras Cavalry, chiefly com- 
posed of Mahometans, threatened to create military dis- 
turbances at Hyderabad similar to those that took place 
in the North-West Provinces, if the Government did not 
take from them the greased cartridges which were lately

N. I. was apprehended in consequence of information 
given to the magistrate, and papers were found in his 
possession proving him to have been in correspondence 
with rebels in some part of the country, where we do 
not know, as the letter had no address. It is supposed | 
that it was intended for Feroze Shah. However the 
document in question was to the effect that an attack 
on Agra could not fail to be successful, as the fort could 
easily be captured by a thousand men; after which the 
usual ceremonies were to be gone through, slaughtering 
of the Christian inhabitants, and sundry mild demonstra- 
tions of a similar kind.

Among 
them he cites the case of a Methodist n, a na- 
tiveof North Carolina, who, after a thirty-five years’ 
residence in the West, has returned to that State, and is 
now boldly preaching Anti-Slavery in the pulpit. This 

clergyman says that though various threats of mob vio- 
lence have been made against him, he has as Ea gustain- 
ed no personal injury.

The marker has replaced the lighted 
candle ; it is allowed to burn a few minutes until the 
wick has become long. The dimness of the light at 
length announces its readiness, and the marker cries, 
“Fire!” A moment’s breathless silence follows the 
flash and the report ; a change was seen to pass upon 
the distant gleam, and the dull red light has suddenly 
become white and sparkling. “ Right good!” cries the 
marker : the ball has passed through the centre of the 
flame and “snuffed the candle,” and whoops and 
shouts and applause ring through the field, and echo 
from the surrounding forest. This extraordinary feat 
is usually . performed two or three times in évery con- 
test of skill. A common exploit is “ barking off 
a squirrel.” My worthy friend, Major Vanner, the 
other day, at my request, eyeing this. A couple ef 
fox-squirrels were playing far up on a towering beech 
in the yard, little suspecting what was coming “ for the 
benefit of science.” My friend went in, and brought 
out his trusty rifle; waited a moment for one of the 
little frisky gentlemen to be rightly placed, for it is 
needful to the feat fhat the squirrel should be clinging 
to the bark of the tree.

the squirrel fell dead indeed, but it was pierced with the 
ball, which was not the object.

DesPERATE APFRAY ON Boarp SHIP.—A New York 
letter of the 6th inst. says :—“ A little before noon yes- 
terday a difficulty occurred on board the ship Mayflower, 
lying at Thorne’s Dock, Brooklyn, between the officers 
and the crew. It appears the ship was ready to sail for 
Bordeaux. The crew which had been engaged came 
on board drunk, and when ordered to do duty refused to 
do so. A dispute between them and the second mate, 
Mr. Barker, ensued, and he was knocked down. The 
captain came to the mate’s aid, and all the officers 
followed. The fight then became general. The 
marlinspikes, bottles slung in handkerchiefs, and 
other weapons, were used by the combatants. 
At length the third mate, James Kirwan, stabbed one 
of the sailors, named Charles Niebuhr, with a marlin- 
spike, injuring him in sucha manner that his life is 
despaired of. A terrible wound was inflicted in his 
back, and his hands and neck were dreadfully cut. 
Three others of the crew were also injured. The scene 
on board is represented by the officers to have been ter- 
rific ; and itis a wonder that more were not seriously in- 
jured. The injured sailor was taken to a drug store 
in Fulton-street, near Market, where his injuries 
were attended to. The third mate was taken into 
custody and locked up, to await inquiry into the case. 
The Mayflower will be detained in consequence of 
this fracas forsome time. The injured sailor, who is a 
native of Leibig, in Germany, was conveyed to the City 
Hospital by the second district police, about three 
o’clock it being impossible to move him before that 
time in consequence of the serious nature of his 
wounds. Surgeon Ball and Doctor Peck made an ex- 
amination, and found one wonnd on the right wrist 
six inches long, extending from between the fore and 
second finger to the wrist bone, cutting the tendon 
of one of the extensor muscles of the fore finger. The 
second was on the left shoulder, about three inches 
below the shoulder joint, to the extent of two inches, 
penetrating nearly te the bone. The third wound 
was in the back, about two and a half inches from 
the spine. ‘The eleventh rib was. cut off, and the 
puncture extended into the cavity of the abdomen. The 
unfortunate man was in a precarious condition last 
evening, and his recovery is hardly expected.”

TERRIBLE CALAMITY IN HOBOKEN. 


A FATHER AND HIS THREE DAUGHTERS SMOTHERED. 

Between 2 and 3 a.m. yesterday, the Harmonia Hotel, 
No. 75, Hudson-street, Hoboken, was discovered to be on 
fire in thebasement storey. An alarm was immediately 
sounded, and the firemen appeared with their usual 
promptitude, and forced an entrance into the building. 
It was found impossible, however, to reach the upper 
storeys, where the occupants slept, owing to the dense 
smoke and heat which filled the house. There were at 
the discovery of the fire eight persons in the house--viz., 
Messrs. Baese and Kapp, proprietors; Mrs. Baese and 
her four daughters, and the barkeeper. Of these, 


appears to have been kept awake by the pain, 
so that when the alarm was sotnded, he escaped with 
comparative ease, after arousing Mr. Baese. The lat- 
ter, and one of his daughters, 16 years of age, appear to 
have made an attempt to escape ; but, being overcome 
by the suffocating atmosphere, sank down and died in 
the hall, just without the threshold of their apartments. 
Two other daughters, aged 14 and 9 years, were found 
in bed, having unconsciously passed out of existence. 
Mrs. Baese and her eldest daughter escaped, by leaping 
from a window upon the roofof the piazza, whence they 
were rescued. Miss Baese, in her leap, cut her head 
and sprained her ankle badly; her mother escaped 
without injury, as did also the barkeeper. Dr. Chai- 
bert was in readiness to direct the efforts for their re- 
suscitation, but their endeavours proved utterly futile. 

It appears that the Harmonia Society had a ball at the 
hotel on Thursday night, which did not break up until 
lá a.m. The people in the house then retired, thoroughly 
worn out with their labours, and were locked in their 
first sleep when the fire was discovered. It was at least 
half an hour after the firemen arrived before they could 
go through the house, for although the flames did not 
extend beyond the billiard saloon, on the first floor, yet 
the heat and smoke were so dense throughout the house 
that the owing? tage off, and the paint blistered under 
its influence. The building was but slightly injured. 
The bodies of the deceased were removed to the office 
of Justice Crane, where an inquest was subsequently held. 

The building is owned by Mr. Spies, of Hoboken, and 
is damaged about 1,500 dols., upon which there is an in- 
surance cf 3,200 dols. in the Hudson County Company. 
Messrs. Baese and Kapp had an insurance of 5,500 dols. 
upon their furniture, stock, and fixturesin the Merchants’ 
and Everett Insurance Companies. The property is 
damaged probably to the amount of 2,600 dols. 

Mrs. Baese and her daughter were taken to the house 
of Mr. Corbet, where they received every attention. 
Hundreds of people visited the house yesterday, and a 
general gloom veer the entire community.—New 
York Daily Tribune.

He (Mr. Rogers) 
considered this a most heartless case on the part of the 
Poor Law authorities in England, and one which de- 
served the most marked and emphatic condemnation on 
the part of the public in this country. 

Mr. Byrne observed that there was one circumstance 
connected with this case, and which he found connected 


unqualified condemnation—that was the fact of misstate- 
ment. . Whoever drew up this woman’s affidavit had 
made a deliberate misstatement, in order to bring the 
case within the clause of the Poor Law Removal Act. 
She declared that at the time she made the affidavit she 
said she had been residing twenty-six years in New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, while the official stated in the docu- 
ment that she had been but six years. Taking the most 
favourable view of the matter, as regarded the English 
authorities, he thought that this woman had an un- 
questionable right of settlement in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. — 

Mr. Otway, Poor Law Inspector, said “the question of 
settlement in England was not generally understood 
here. In order to establish that right,or show that one 
was chargeable, it was necessary fer a person to prove 
that he resided in a certain parish for a certain time. 
Now, according to the English law, it was quite possible 
for this woman to have resided 26 years altogether in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,and yet,from'the fact of her moving 
about from one place to another, she might not be able 
to establish her claim. Hehad instituted inquiries upon 
this subject before, and would suggest that the proper 
course to be adopted now was to take down the woman’s 
statement accurately, and refer to the Poor Law au- 
thorities in England. If, upon examination, the facts 
alleged were found to be true, then there would be a re- 
gular inquiry into the matter. 

The Chairman said he thought there was a very im- 
portant question involved in the present case. Had not 
this woman, having married an Englishman, as good a 
right to support in England as her husband? 

_ Mr. Byrne observed that this woman's husband was 
able and willing to maintain her. 

Mr. Bonsall thought the affidavit imperfect, for ac- 
ording to the woman's statement, it had not been 
read to her. 

Some further remarks having been made upon 
the case, the woman herself was brought into the board- 
room and questioned by the chairman, when she stated 
that she had lived in Newcastle-upon-Tyne for 26 years ; 
that she had been there eleven years without inter- 
mission ; that her husband was born about 20 miles from 
that place ; that he was a good husband, and had not 
deserted her, and had one child with him; that in con- 
sequence of his absence while looking for work, she had 
to apply to the Union Workhouse, and received there- 
from two shillingsa-week, for four weeks. But the author- 
ities having learned that she was a native of Dublin, 
brought her before a magistrate, compelled her to make 
an affidavit upon the subject, and sent her back here. 
Shealso said that: she clearly and deliberately stated that 
she had been 26 years residing in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne,and not six years as mentioned in the affidavit ; 
| and that she had resided there for eleven years in the 
same street, in the same parish, and under the same re- 
lieving-officer. She added that it was altogether against 
her consent that she was sent back, and declared that, 
had she been allowed, she could have got work in a fac- 
tory, and been independent of poor law relief. 

The Chairman said that, if these facts were true, the 
case was a monstrous one. 

Mr. Bonsall suggested that the husband of this wo- 
man should be written to. ) 

The woman replied that he was somewhere near 
Darlington, or Richmond, but that he had no knowledge 
of where she was.

A Cask For THE REFORMATORY.—A wretched-iooking 
boy named Joseph Doyle, who seemed not to have un- 
dergone any process of ablution for a lengthened period, 
was brought up in custody of the police, charged with 
stealing a silk handkerchief from the pocket of a Mr 
Timmins at Smithfield market, yesterday morning. In° 
reply to the magistrate, the prisoner stated he had no 
settled place of abode, nor had he any parents to take 
care of him. 

The Magistrate committed him to prison for one month, 
at the expiration of which he should be transferred for a 
period of three years to the Reman Catholic Reformatory 
at Glencree.

FELONIE8S.---A woman named Jane Hartigan was 
brought up in custody, charged by Mr. John Laird, 
hair dresser, of Grafton-street, with stealing three sheets 
from his house. 

It appeared, from the evidence of the prosecutor, that 
the prisoner had, for the past six months, been a servant 
in his employment, and that, having had access to the 
different presses of his house, she had contrived to ab- 
stract the sheets, which she pawned, in the office of Mr. 
Hayden, of Clarendon-street. The prisoner pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment . 

Thomas Flynn pleaded guilty to a charge of attempt- 
ing to steal a pewter pint, the property of Mr. Thomas 
Staunton, grocer, of Leeson-street, and was sentenced 
to be imprisoned for three months, with hard labour. 
It appeared that the prisoner was drinking at the coun- 
ter of the prosecutor’s shop, and when he fancied “ all 
eyes were off,” he contrived to run away with the pint. 
The assistant in the establishment, however, was in 
close pursuit, and caught the thief before the latter had 
gone very far, and found the stolen article in his posses- 
sion. 


ATROCIOUS OUTRAGE ON A YOUNG GIRL.— 
THROWING VITRIOL IN A CHAPEL. 


On Tuesday, a young man, named Daniel Griffiths, 
a labourer, was charged with throwing vitriol on to a 
young girl, named Elizabeth Davies, with whom he had 
desired to “keep company.” From the statement of the 
attorney for the prosecution, it appears that the parties 
became acquainted a few months ago, and Griffiths very 
shortly made proposals of marriage. Miss Davies 
declined to have him, and he then commenced a 
system of prosecution towards her, meeting her 
when out in the city and following her about. On 
several occasions he called at her house and swore 
at her because she refused to go out with him, telling 
her it would be worse for anybody whom he met with her. 
Matters continued in this position until Sunday, when the 
girl attended Berrington-street Chapel, in Hereford, and 
there she noticed the prisoner, who looked very atten- 
tively at her during the service. When the congrega- 
tion were leaving, the prisoner came-and stood behind 
her, and she immediately felt a touch on the back of her 
bonnet. When she got to thetop of the street, Miss 
Davies perceived a very disagreeable smell, and on 
reaching a friend’s house she found that a large quantity 
of corrosive liquid had been thrown on to her bonnet and 
dress behind. The intention of the scoundrel had 
doubtless been to throw the liquid down the young wo- 
man’s neck; but the “ fall” she was wearing at the time 
prevented this, and the acid was directed on to the 
mantle and gown, which were completely destroyed at 
the back. ‘The liquid penetrated to the young woman’s 
stays, but fortunately did not touch her flesh. The pri- 
soner, who had nothing to say in defence, was committed 
for trial.--- Manchester Gua rdian. 


Tue Pic ANp WHISTLE.—At a recent meeting of the 
Somerset Archeological Society, a paper on the word 
“Pig,” by Mr. H. N. Sealey, was read by the Rev. F. 
Warre, in the course of which it was remarked that in 
the Saxon language the name for a girl was “ Piga,” and 
its diminutive Pigsney was thus explained in Johnson’s 
Dictionary:—Pigsney, from Piga (Saxon), a girl; a word 
of endearment to a girl. “ Peggy” is a common name 
of females in Scotland, but is used especially as a dimi- 
nutive of Margaret. Bay’s English and Latin Dictionary 
also gave “Piga” to be a “ maid, maiden, girl, lass.” 
Several quotations were then made from the Danish New 
Testament, showing that the word “maid” was repre- 
sented by “ Pigen.” Oldmixen, a native of Bridgewater, 
in his “ History of England,” published in 1730, noticed 
the “ Pig Cross” and the “ High Cross,” in his account 
of the siege of Bridgewater by the Parliamentary forces, 
A.D, 1645; and Monmouth’s Rebellion, in 1685. The 
“ High Cross” stood on the Cornhill, and was pulled 
down about fifty years ago; the “‘ Pig Cross” stood at no 
great distance from it, and not far from the parish ¢hurch, 
which was dedicated to the Virgin Mary; and nothing 
was more probable than that the cross should be dedi- 
cated to the same saint, and distinguished from the other 
cross by the name of the “ Pig Cross,” or, as he pre- 
sumed, the “ Lady Cross.” If we associated with the 
cross the Blessed Virgin Mary, all incongruity vanished; 
the “Pig Cross” became the ‘‘ Lady’s Cross;” “ Pig’s 
Hill” and Pig’s Ditch” became the “ Lady’s Farm” or

Tue Stac BeetteE—An Insect ATHLETE.—This in- 
sect has just astonished me by proof of its vast strength ' 
of body. Every one who has taken the common dorr 
in his hand knows that its limbs, if not remarkable for 
agility, are very powerful, but I was not prepared for so 
Samsonian a feat as I have just witnessed. When the 
insect was brought to me, having no box immediately 
at hand, I was at a loss where to put it until I could kill 
it; but a quart bottle full of milk being on the table, I 
clapped the beetle for the present under it, the hollow 
at the bottom allowing him room to stand upright.
